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PREFACE. 

TH  E  great  importance  to  all  nations 
and  people  of  the  moft  extraordi- 
nary Revolution  which  ever  yet  marked 
the  various  hiftory  of  mankind,  a  Revolu- 
tion vifhich  has  already  produced  eSeds 
that  are  fenfibly  and  unfortunately  felt  in. 
every  quarter  of  the  globe,  and  which  is 
ftill  capable,  in  its  poffible  confequences, 
of  mocking  all  calculations  framed  by 
wifdom,  or  founded  on  experience,  with 
refpeift  to  their  extent  and  duration,  has, 
in  our  prefent  Work,  called  forth  our  ut- 
moft  powers  of  diligence,  enquiry,  and  at* 
tention,  to  trace  and  delineate  the  cireum- 
ilances  attending  fo  great  and  fo  lingular 
an  event.  Nor  was  this  by  any  means  an. 
eafy  talk.  ■  For,  though  the  fources  of  in- 
formation were  beyond  all  example  and 
meafuie  redundant  and  voluminous,  yet 
they  poffeflcd  properties  little  favourable 
to  the  formation  of  hiftory  ;  being  gene- 
rally frathed  ard  calculated  merely  for  the 
purpofes  of  mifreprefentation  and  decep- 
tion ;  their  variety,  contradictions,  add 
nutnber,  .'dj  tended  to  increafe  the  diffi- 
culty ct  diknvering  the  truth.  From  fuch 
heaps  of  inert  or  doubtful  matter,  where 
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tbe  clearing  away  of  whole  bufiiels  of 
chaff,  WIS  frequently  not  rewarded  by  3 
£ogI«  feed  of  wholefon>e  grain,  we  have 
endeavoured  to  comprefs  within  the  nar- 
low  compafs  of  our  prefcribed  limits,  fuch 
an  abftraiii  of  the  Hiftory  of  the  Ftench 
Resolution,  as  we  truii  will  not  prove  un- 
acceptable or  unfatisfaflory  to  the  Public : 
lequefting  out  Readers  to  bear  in  mind, 
that  it  would  require  an  ample  folio  vo- 
lume to  do  full  juiliue  to  all  the  parts  of 
which  we  have  here  traced  the  outline. 

The  time  and  room  taken  up  by  this. 
jBomentous  fubjeft,  has  of  neeeffity  pre- 
cluded our  entering  into  the  detail  of  other 
foreign  tranfadions,  which,  in  the  ufuaV 
ilate  of  things,  would  have  been  deemed 
obje<3s  of  principal  importance.  The 
couclufion  of  that  ferocious  and  bloody 
wai  between  the  great  powers  of  the  North 
and  Eaft  (of  the  opening,  and  progrefs  of 
which,  through  the  two  firft  campaigns, 
we  gave  fo  particular  an  account  in  our 
preceding  volumes)  {hall,  with  the  death 
of  the  Emperor  Jofeph,  and  fome  other 
matters,  form  a  letrofpefiive  article  in  our 
enfulng  volume.

poller  was  rendered  lefa  diftaflefu!

/ing  through  the  raedmm  of  ihe  na- 
tional aflbmbty,  which  was  appa-

Of  all  the  heavy  charges  whick 
have  been  laid  againft  thofe  minif-- 
ters  to  whom  the  king  had  the  ir- 
retrievable misfortune  of  entrultin^ 
the  ajlmini  lira  lion  of  public  affair^ 
in  none  were  they  more  faulty,  noc 
in  no  infiances,  excepting  only  the

They, were 
diftributed  gratis,  and  circulated  with 
aftonjlhing  induftry,  not  only  a- 
niongft  the  iowell  clafs  of  the  com- 
munity, but  through  the  army  a.nd 
the  navy.  In  thefe  writings  the  peo- 
ple were  invited  to  form  themfelyes 
into  clubs  and  focieties,  after  the 
manner  of  the  French ;  and  many 
were  aftually  formed  ina  gl'eat  num- 
ber of  the  inoft  populous  towns  of 
the  kingdom, avowffily  affiliated  (to 
life  an  expreffion  of  dieir  own)  by 
the  democratic  clubs  in  France.

After  the  ufaal  demand  of  funpliej

On  the  gth  of  Febraary,  when 
the  military  eftimates  were  reported 
from  the  committee,  a  further  debate 
took  place ;  in  which  Mr.  Fox  hav- 
ing again  let  fall  fome  expreiTio^s  of 
applaufc  of  the  French  revolution, 
Mr.  Burtce  rofe,  and  after  a  few  ob- 
fervaliona  upon  the  general  liate  of 
Europe,  as  it  aifetted  the  queflion 
of  cncraalingor  diminilhing  the  mi- 
litary force  of  Great  Britain;  lie 
adverted,  in  a  more  particular  man- 
ner,to  the  fituation  of  France.  That 
country,  he  remarked,  by  the  mere 
circuniftance  of  its  vicinity,  ought 
to  be  the  (irilobjeii  of  our  vigilance, 
not  only  with  regard  to  her  aftual 
power,  but  alfo  to  her  influence  and 
(sample,  which  had  once  been,  and 
might  again  become,  more  danger- 
ous to  us  than  her  worft  hoftility. 
He  inftanced  the  earlier  part  of  the 
reign  of  Louis  the  Fourteenth,  and 
the  difficulty,  with  which  the  patriots 
of  that  day  ftruggleJin  this  country 
againft  the  influence  of  an  example, 
which,  by  its  fpkndor  and  fuccefs, 
Ijad  not  only  captivated  our  then  fo- 
vereigns  king  Charles  and  king 
James,  bm  gained  fomething  upon 
all  ranks  of  people.  The  danger,  in 
the  laft  age,  he  obferved,  was  from 
an  example  of  defpotifin  in  govern- 
ment, and  of  intolerance  in  reli- 
gion. In  the  prefent  the  difeafe 
was  altered,  bat  it  was  far  more 
likely  to  be  contagious;  it  was  on 
the  fide  of  religion,  atheifm,  and, 
with  regard  to  government,  anar- 
chy; it  was  the  Ganger  of  being  led 


through  an  admiration  of  fuccefsfuj 
fraud  and  violence,  to  an  imitatioii 
of  the  excelTcs  of  an  irrational,  un- 
principled, profcribing,  confifcating; 
plundering,  ferocious,  bloody,  and 
tyrannical  democracy. 

He  then  proceeded  to  obftrve, 
that  the  very  worft  part  of  the  ex- 
ample fet  us  in  France  was,  in  hii 
«pinion,  the  late  alTumption  of  citi- 
zenlhip  by  the  army.  As  this  opi- 
nion was  in  diredl  oppofition  to  thtf 
fentiments  of  Mr.  Fox,  Mr.Burke 
expreffed  the  great  regret  he  felt  in 
differing  from  his  right  honourable 
friend ;  and  after  pronouncing  a  fine 
panegyric  upon  his  fuperior  abili- 
ties, and  bearing  teftimoiiy  to  thfc 
natural  moderation;  difinterefted-

Mr.  Flood  having  adduced  the 
fupport  given  in  parliament  to  the 
American  war,  contrary  to  the  fenfe 
of  the  people,  as  a  proof  of  the  ne- 
cellity  of  a  reform,  Mr.  Wyndham 
denied,  that  the  continuance  of  the 
American  war  had  been  owing  to 
the  inadequacy  of  reprefentation ; 
on  the  contrary,  he  faid,  it  was  the 
war  of  the  people :  a  better  praof 

'  of  which  need  not  be  defircd,  tfian 
what  had  happened  to  the  member 
for  Briftol,  a  rijjht  honourable  friend 
of  his  (Mr.  Burke),  who  had  been 
turned  out  for  oppofmg  its  continu- 
ance. Towards  the  cloTe  of  that  war, 
which  had  been  undertaken  with  no 
_  better  realbns,  he  was  afraid,  than  the 
lope  of  faving  themfelves  by  taxing 
America,  a  clamour  indeed  was 
raifed  on  account  of  the  expence 
3ad  ill  foccefs  attending  it,  and  the 
cry  was  for  a  reform  of  reprefen- 
tation  in  parliament,  as  a  remedy 
for  the  evils,  which  the  people  had 
at  leaft  their  ihare  in  bringing 
upon  themfelves.'  He  had  hoped, 
that  the  wild  notions  which  were 
jgenerated  during  that  war,  had  hap- 
pily fubfided,  never  to  rife  again: 
(tnd  he  waf  forry  to  £nd,  that,  like 


locufts,  they  had  only  lain  torpM, 
and  had  been  brought  to  life  again 
by  the  heat  and  fermentation  which 
prevailed  in  the  affairs  of  the  conti- 
nent. He  was  forry  to  hear  them 
again  buzzing  abroad,  and  thought 
it  portended  no  good  to  the  verdure 
and   beauty  of  the  flritilh  conllitu- 

But  if  he  had  approved  ever  fo 
much  of  the  right  honourable  gen- 
tleman's propoiition  for  a  parlia- 
mentary reform,  he  fhouldobjefl  to 
it  on  account  of  the  time  at  which.  '. 
he  had  thought  proper  to  introduce  ! 
it.  What,  he  faid,  would  he  advife 
'  them  to  repair  iheir  houfe  in  the 
hurricane  feafon  ?  Specalatiflis  and 
vifionaries  enough  were  at  work  in 
a  neighbouring  country  ;  there  was 
projeft  againft  projeft,  and  theory 
againft  theory,  frontihtis  ad'uerjis 
piigimntia;  he  intreated  the  houfe 
10  wait  a  little  for  the  event,  and  In 
the  mean  time  to  guard  with  all 
poffible  care  againft  catching,  from 
them  the  infeflion. 

Mr.  Pitt  followed  Mr.  Wyndham, 
and  laid,  that  after  the  extraordi- 
nary difplay  of  ingenuity  and  wif- 
dom  which  the  houfe  had  ju ft  heard, 
litde  remained  to  be  faid  upon  the 
merits  of  the  motion.  What  he  ,

the  articles  of  charge  before  .the/ 
came  to  any  decifion ;  another 
wa»,  that  the  counfel  for  Mr.  Haf- 


and  tc»  hold  the  isuae  for  the  public. 
By  thefe  means  gentlemen  would 
fee  that  faith  would  be  kept  with  the 
perfona  whole  lives  were  already  in- 
terefted,  the  original  fubfcribcrs 
would  be  refcued  from  the  rifque 
.they  at  prefem  ran,  in  confequence 
of  a  fpeciilation,  vthich,  frima /adt, 
had  undoubtedly  been  a  laudable 
one;  and  the  public  itfelf  would  be 
_no  fiifferer. 

The  prop6fition  of  Mr,  Pitt,  after 
fome  oppo^tion,  in  which  it  wa^ 
,  urged  that  the  fubfcribet^  might 
conceive  themielves  to  be  injured, 
.and  conftquently  that  their  con  fen  t 
ought  to.  be  obiained,  wa^  adopted 
by  the  coramittee,  and  a  jbill  palTed 
both  houfes  for  carrying  it  into  ef- 
fe-J. 

The  fubjeft  of  the  flave  trade  was 
agara  moved  by  Mr.  Wilberforce 
early  in  the  fcflion.  The  evidence 
produced  hy-  ihe  planters  was  rot 
gone  through  till  near  the  clofe,  and 
the  .remaining  time  was  employed 
in  examining  fome  additional  wit- 
nefles  in  favour  of  the  abolition. 
The  further  confideration  cf  the 
fubjefl  was  then  adjourned. 

Upon  the  i6th  day  of  February, 
the.  trial  of  Mr.  Hafti;igs  re-com- 
menced in  Well:ninHer-Mll,  being 
the  fifty-fifth  day  of  the  fitting  of 
the  court.  The  court  fate  in  this 
feflion  but  thirteen  days,,  in  which 
the  managers  of  tlie  houfe  of  coni* 
mona  went  through  the  charge  re- 
iative  ,t0  the  receipt  of  prefents, 
»which  was  opened  ty  Mr.  Anftru- 
ther,  and  the  evidence  fummed  up 
and  obferved  upon,  in^  fpeech  which 
lafted  two  days,  by  Mr.  Fox.    The  ' 


peirs  at  large  inftead  of  estrafls:.! 
what  occafioned,  perhaps,  the  great- 
eft  delay,  was,  that  the  managers 
were  not  made  acquainted  with  the 
grounds  and  extent  of  the  princi- 
ples on  which  the  decifior.s  of  cue 
houfc  of  Littrdi  were  made  refpeding 
the  admiCibility  of  evidence.  This 
made  it  impolTible  for  them'  to 
know  how  far  the  next  queilions, 
which  they  intended  to  put,  might, 
or  .might  not,  militate  agftinft  thofe 
principles.  He  concluded  by  mov- 
ing the  foUov.ing  refolulions ;

On  the  17th  of  May  complaint 
was  made  to  the  houfe  by  general 
Burgoyne  of  a  libellous  publication 
inferted  in  one  of  themorning  papers 
with  the  fignature  of  John  Scott,  a 
member  of  the  houfe  of  commons, 
grofslyrefleftingupontheconduaof 
the  managers  of  the  impeachment, 
and  upon  thejufticeof  that  houfe. 
TheletlerWasthenreadbytheclerfc, 
?nd  major  Scott  being  called  to  an- 
fwer  this  complaint,  avowed  himfelf 
to  be  the  author  of  the  letter  in 
queftion  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  de- 
clared, that  no  man  living  had  a 
Mgher  refpeft  for  the  rules  of  the 
houfe  than  he  had ;  and  if  he  had 
broken  them,  he  had  done  fo  unin- 
tentionally, and  was  forry  for  it. 
The  honourable  major  then  entered 
into  a  general  julHlication  of  his 
letter,  and 'declared,  that  if  he  had 
been  guilty  of  an  error  in  hia  con- 
duct, ne  liad  beeD  drawn  into  it  by 
great  e^tamples.  He  then  ertered 
jnto  a  variety  of  publications  by 
Mr,  Burke,  Mi.  Sheridan,  and  ge- 


neral Burgoyne,  lichich  be  confi.. 
dercd  to  be  by  far  ftronger  libeU 
than  he  had  ever  written. 

Major  Scott,  according  to  tha 
praftice  of  the  hoafe,  havme  given  I 
in  bit  defence,  Im^iediatcl]'  with- 
drew. I 

General  BurgOTrne  then  moved, 
"  That  it  is  agamft  the  Jaw  and 
ufage  of  parliament,  and  a  high  I 
breach  of  the  privilege  of  this  houle, 
to  write  or  publifM,  gr  caufe  to  be 
written  or  publi(hed,  any  fcandalous 
or  libellous  refieflions  on  the  honour 
and  juflice  of  this  houfe,  in  any  of 
the  impeachments  or  profecutions  in 
which  it  is  engaged,"  Which  be, 
ing  voted  without  a  dtvilion,  he 
next  moved,  "  That  it  appears  to 
this  houfe,  that  the  letter  now  deli< 
vcred  in,  is  a  fcandalous  and  libel- 
lous  pa^er  reflediing  on  the  honour 
and  juftics  of  this  houfe,  and  on  the 
condufl  of  [he  managers  appointed 
to  conduft  the  impeachment  mow 
proceeding  againil  Warren  Haft- 
ings, efq." 

Upon  the  fuggeftion  of  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer,  that  in  a 
matter  relative  to  their  own  privi- 
leges, and  efpecially  as  a  great 
laxity  of  praflice  had  of  late  years 
obtained  with  refpeft  to  publica-^ 
tions  upon  the  proceedings  of  par- 
liament, the. houfe  ought  to  proceed 
with  all  poffible  caution.  He  then 
moved,  that  the  debate  be  adjourn^ 
ed  to  Thurfday,  tlie  a7th  of  May. 
It  was  t'hen  refumed,  and  after  a 
long  convcrfation,  in  which  the 
prevailing  abufes  of  the  freedom  of 
the  prefs  weie  pointedly  difcufied, 
the  motion  was  adopted. 

It  was  then  moved,  "  That  John 
Scott,  efq.  a  member  of  that  houfe^ 
in  publilhing  the  faid  letter,  was 
guilty  of  a  grofs  atul  fcandalous  li- 
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'  The  order  of  the  day  being  then 

r?ad  for  the  attendance   of  John 
Scott,   efq.  in  his  place,  and  the 


lMl,reflefting  upon  tbehoufe  of  com- 
mons, and  upoii  the  managers  of  the 
intpeachtnent." 

The  motion  was  oppofcd  by  Mr. 
Wig;ley,whb  thought  that  the  houfe, 
in  its  juftice,  ought  not  to  proceed 
in  a  fevere  manner  dgainft  the  ho- 
nourable member;  who,  he  faid, 
had  already  made  the  molt  fatisfac- 
tory  and  fufficient  apology  for  what 
he  itood  accufed  of.  He  then  made 
a  number  of  obfervaiions  on  fe-, 
veral  pamphlets  written  by  gentle- 
men on  the  fide  of  oppolition  ;  and 
thought  that  the  houfe,  as  well  as  the 
honourable  member  accufed,  had  a 
right  to  enquire  into  the  nature  of 
thofc  pamphlets,  and  to  proceed 
upon  them  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  houfe  b  now  doing  io  the  pre- 
fenE  cafe. 

After  feveral  amendments  pro- 
pofed  by  diiferent'  members,  it  ivas 
agreed  that  the  motion  Ihould  ftand 
as  follows :  "  That  John  Scott,  efq. 
Jiaving  avowed  himfelfto  be  the  wri- 
ter of  the  faid  letter,  was  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  his  djty  as  :i  member  of 
that  hoafe,  and  of  reflefling  upon  the 
managers  of  the  impeachment." 

Mr.  Jekyll  then  moved  the  pre- 
vious queftion;  which  was  nega- 
tived, and  the  motion,  as  amended, 
agreed  to. 

General  Burgoyne  then  moved, 
"  That  major  Scott  be  reprimanded 
at  the  bar  of  that  houfe,  for  his  con- 
dud  in  publilhing  the  faid  libei." 

Thi*  motion  brought  on  a  very 
long  and  perfonal  debate,  in  which 
Mr.  Pitt,  Mr.  Fox,  and  Mr.  Wynd- 
ham  took  apart;  and,  after  a  confi- 
derable  oppofitior,  it  was  agreed 
that  major  Scott  Ihould  be  rcp.c.- 
maiided  in  Jiis  place. 

Mr.  Pitt  then  moved,  that  John 
Scott,  efq;  do  attend  in  his  place  in 
that  houft  to-morrow. 


ftrangers  ^eing  ordered  to  with- 
draw, he  was  reprimanded  by  the 
fpeaker  in  the  following  terms: 

"  Mr.  Scott,  the  houfe  have  re- 
folved,  that  you,  being  the  author  of 
a  letter  which  the  houfe  have  de- 
c'ared  to  be  a  fcandalous  and  libel- 
lous paper,  refieftlng  on  the  honour 
and  judice  of  this  houfe,  and  on  the  / 
conduft  of  the  managers  appointed 
to  manage  the  impeachment  nowde- 
pendirig  again II  Warren  Haftings, 
efq.  are  guilty  of  a  violation  of  your 
duty  as  a  member  of  this  houfe,  and 
of  a  high  breach  of  the  privilege  of 
this  houfe. 

"  On  the  nature  and  magnitude 
of  your  offence  it  is  unneceflary  for  ' 
me  to  dwell ;  whatever  has  a  ten- 
dency to  depreciate  the  honour  and' 
jullice  of  this  houfe,  particularly  in 
thecxercife  of  its  inquifilorial  func- 
tions, tends  in  the  fame  proportion 
to  wealjcn  and  degrade  the  energies 
and  dignity  of  the  Brillfli  conftilu- 
tion. 

"  The  privileges  of  this  houfe 
have  a  claim  to  the  refpeil  of  every 
fubjefl  of  this  country.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  this  houfe,  it  is  your  duty,  as  ' 
it  is  a  part  of  your  truft,  to  fupport 
and  protefl  them.  Had  a  fenfe  of 
thefe  obligations  produced  its  due 
influence  on  your  mind  and  conduft, 
you  would  have  avoided  the  dif- 
pleafure  of  the  houfe,  and  I  ihoulct 
have  been  fpired  the  pain  of  de- 
claring to  you  therefult  of  it.  The 
moderation  of  the  houfe'  is  not, 
however,  lefs  manifeft  on  this  occa- 
fion,  than  their  juft  fenfe  of  their 
own  dignity,  and  of  the  importance 
of  their  own  privileges,  It  is  n;y 
duty,  in  addreffing  j^ou;  to  be  guid- 
ed by  the  lenity  .wliich  marks  theic' 
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proceedings ;  and  in  the  perTaaJion 
fbit  the  judgment  of  the  houfe  will 
pperate  a.s  an  effe^ual  admonition 
(o  yourfelf  and  to  others,  I  forbear 
to  iay  more,  than  that'  the  houfe 
have  direded  that  I  reprimand  you 
for  yojir  faid  offence;  and,-in  obe- 
dience to  their  comniands,  I  do  re- 
primand ye  a  accordingly," 

On  the  loth  day  of  June,  the  king

He  then  informed  them  of  hisln- 
lention  of  immediately  diflblving' 
fhe  prefent,  and  calling  a  new  par- 
liament; thanked  them  foriheproofs 
they  had  given  of  loyalty  to  his  per- 
ITon,  of  attachment  to  the  principles 
of  the  conftitntion,  and  of  attention 
to  the  happinefs  and  profpcrity  of 
the  people;  and  concluded  by  .de- 
claring, that  as  the  loyalty  and  pub- 
lic fpiric,  the  induHry  and  enterprize 
of  His  fobjcfts,  had  feconded  their 
exertions,  fo  he  could  rely  on  their 
fenfe  of  the  advantages  which  they 
at  prefent  e.Kperience,  as  well  as  on 
IJieir  nniform  and  alTefUonate  at- 
tachment to  his  perfon  and  govi;m- 
ment,  for. a  continuance  of  t^t  har- 
mony and  confidence  which  mull  at 
&11  times  afford  the'  fureft  means.of

ttta  tc  undermine  t'e  lilwrties  of  this  country  by  corruption,  and  to  ove^throvl-, 
by  fappiug  them  from  within,  thofe  bulwarks  of  our  conllitution,  which  are  too 
ftrnng  lo  be  o^icnty  attacked  with  any  prohahlhty  of  fuccels. 

Seeanfe  vn  conceive,  that  to  punilh  any  member  of  parliament  on  account  of  his 
prlimentaiy  conilufl,  bydeprivmghim  of  that  which  he  poffelfid  from  his  Majefty's 
{•vour,  is  in  the  hi;{li['lc  degree  iinconftiiutional,  being  a  diix£l  Intciferencc  of  th; 
eiceeii.ive  power  with  the  pi-culiar  province  and  privilege  of  parliament,  and  an  open 
attack  u[«n  ih^t fi-eednm  of  tlie  legilUiive  body  which  Is  foelTenti-il  to  public  li- 
htri«i  and  we  ^.re  therefore  deciiltJly  and  firmly  of  opinion,  that  the  man  who 
stilvijij  our  moll  grrcictia  lovereigii,  whole  truly  royal  niind  is,  we  are  confident, 
wtt-rly  iiicapablr  tf  any  ftch  meafiire,  uiilels  gi-.ifpjy  iihiifed  and  niided,  to  revoke 
the  penfion  lii  iiv:hlfid!y  and  humanely  granted  to  the  lord  vilcount  Strangford,

rally  prevailed  among  their  n 
bers,  they  became  the  immediate 
inliruments  of  a  moft  deplorable 
lyraunyi  which,  being  every  where 
(pread,  nothing  could  efcape  or 
avade,  and  which  the  aggrieved 
couid  find  no  power  any  where  to 
refill.  It  feemed  as  if  the  new  go-* 
vcrnment,  being  founded  upon  un- 
tried principles  in  Tome  inflaoces, 
and  in  others  run  up  hal^ly  with-' 
out  any,  as  occiiion  and  .circum- 
ftance  concurred  in  favo&ring  the 
ereflion ;  &>,  among  the  numerous 
butireffes  neceflary  to  fupply  fuch 
glaring  and  dangerous  deficiencies, 
this  was  not  the  leaft  confpicuousj 
that  one  half  of  the  people  (hould 
be  o.>Hcially  conltitutcd  fpies  upon^ 
and  confequcmly  mailers  of,  tho 
other  half. 

-The  affembly  aboliihed  letters 
de  cachet,  a  meafure,  which  if  aiot 
entirely  needlefs,  v/a,s  certainly  art 
a&  of  patrtattfm  on  their  fide,  a» 
there  was  no  power  in  the  nation, 
except  their  own,  by  which  they 
could  be  in'ued.  They  llkewife  if- 
•fued  a  number  of  regulations  wish 
refpeS  to  the  taxes,  moll  of  which* 
as  they  were- never  paid,  feemed  no 
longer  to  exill.  As  if  it  had  been 
to  give  countenance,  to  that  obfer- 
vation  fo  often  repeatad,  that  their 
genius  and  difpofition  led  more  td 
deAroy 
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ie&Toy  than  to  bmld  up  or  repair, 
natwithflanding  the  faQute  of  al- 
moft  all  the  o3ier  taxes,  excepting 
the  partial  new  one  upon  eftates, 
they  totally  fuppreffed  the  odigus 
Gabelle,  or  tax  upon  fait;  a  mea- 
fare  which  the  king,  (as  we  have 
formerly  ihewn)  in  the  days  of 
hope,  if  not  of  happinefs,  To  d;.- 
vouiiy  wiflied  to  have  accomplifh- 
fd  i  but  which  tlie  continued  oppo- 
lilion  to  his  meafures  by  the  parlia- 
ment of  Paris,  and  the  confcquent 
impofljbility  of  his  finding  afublli- 
tute  to  carry  on  the  bufinefs  of  eo- 
vernment,  rendered  him  incapable 
of  carrying  into  effeft.  They  like- 
wife  in  lome  time  abdlilhed  the 
heavy  tax  on  tobacco,  which  \vas 
nearly  confidercd  as  much  a  necef- 
faryofiife  as  fak  itfelf;  and  which, 
in  tonfequence  of  this  regulation, 
was  thrown  into  ihe  common  mafs 
of  articles  of  general  commerce. 
Nor  was. their  conduft  lefs  merito- 
riom  in  fupprefling  others  of  the 
moH  obnoxious  taxes. 

Theaflembly  did  not  flop  here; 
they  entered  boldly  into  the  untried 
and  intricate  walks  of  finance, 
where  they  were  to  encounter  a 
fubjefl  of  which  they  were  moft  de- 
plorably ignorant.  They  fcemed 
lenfible  of  the  difadvantage  they 
were  under,  and  did  not  venture 
Jnuch.  They,  however,  faw  the 
prudence  and  expedience  of  aug- 
menting the  pay  of  the  army;  and 
likewife  eftablilbed  a  new  govern- 
mental bank,  under  the  name  of 
Cjife  dl  VExlroBrJinairt, 

Thefe  were  only  objefls  of  fc- 
coniiary,  and  comparatively  fmAlI 
confideration,  when  oppofed  to,  or 
eftimsted  by  that  grand  one  which 
had  occupied  the  mind  of  the  af- 
fembly,  ever  fince  the  eiiabllfbment 
of  fole  sod  unlioiited  power  in  the 


bauds  of  the  third  eftaic;  andwhicb 

had  probably  been  much  earlier  a 
fubjeft  of  ireijuent  contemplation. 
This  grand  fcheme,  and  fo  it  wel( 
might  be  called,  from  the  extraor-  - 
diriarY.  coiifequences  which  it  was 
to  produce,- was  to  find  a  fund  of  fo 
vali  a  magnitude,  that  it  (hould  not 
oiUy  reach  Co  the  difcharge  of  the 
whole  national  defan,  enormous  a) 
that  was,  but  that  it  (hould  leave 
fuch  a  furplus  behind,  as  wDuld  be 
capable  of  providing  for  thofe  new, 
and  as  yec  unknown  contingenciei, 
which  the  new  change  of  aJfairs  was 
liable  to  pioduce.  One  of  the; 
newly  pronuiigated  doftrines  was, 
that  all  things  were  to  give  way  to 
the  good  of  the  public,  or  perhaps, 
more  correftly,  that  the  lives  and

IdieocG,  wantonnefs,  and  thote  paf- 
liDni  which  are  apt  -to  preitominate 
over  mankind,  fo  it  was  tiable  to 
receive' a  bias,  and  take  a  dtrefUon, 
very  different  from  what  might'  hi 
wilhed.  It  was  farther  to  be  con- 
fidered,  that  the  court  of  ■Rome, 
however  degraded  or  fslien,  had 
not  yet  loll  all  its  itiflucrce;  and 
that  even  the  thunders-  of  the  Vati- 
can, long  a^  they  had  remained  dor- 
nant,  might,  in  certain  cafes,  and 
nnder  certain  circumllancea,  Itill 
produce  fonie  untoward  effeEt,  efpe- 
cially  with  refpeft  to  thole  weat 
minds,  who  continued  to  be  incum- 
bered with  any  religious  fcruples. 
Nor  was  it  -to  be  fiippofcd  that  the 
Romai  catholic  powers  in  general, 
would  behold  with  indifference  fo 
namerous,  fu  ancient,  and  fo  emi- 
nent a  body,  as  the  members  of  the 
Galtican  church  had  for  a  long 
fiicceffion  of  ages  been,  at  once 
dipped  of  fJieir  dignities  and  pro- 
perty, without  any  legal  forfeiture 
incurred,  or  even  the  chirge  or 
pretence  af  a  crime  kid  to  cover 
lie  violence  and  outrage.  It  was 
a  great  miifortune  to  the  caufe  of 
philofophy,  and  indeed  a  great  de- 
ifiment  to  it,  that  the  proteftant

Dec.  31.  Weagain  fuffered great- 
ly tKls  day  from  the  burning  heat, 
of  the  fun,  and  the  parched  ftate 
of  our  bodies,  and  w.rje  alloived  an 
additional  meafure  of  water,  with  a 
larger  portion  of  rum  thanufual;  in 
which  we  foaked  our  bit  of  bifcoit, 
and  made  our  meal  of  it.— About 
four  in  the  afiernoon  the  clouds  be- 
gan to  Ihew  for  rain,  and  we  made 
preparations  accordingly;  but  were 
(o  unfortunate  as.  to  fee  it  fall  in 
beavy  Ihowers  2II  around  .us,  and 
had  barely  as  much  over  the  bo»c  as. 
would  wet  our  handkerchiefs. 

The  people  this  day  appeared  to 
be  in  a  more  hopelefs  ftate  thanever^ 
and  difcoyered  ftgos  of  difrefpeii 
to  their  officer,? ;  .wihich  was,  how- 
'ver,  happily  checked  in  time  by 
the^irited  conduft  of  the  gunner, 
who  chaftifed  the  leader  in  the  face 
of  the  whole  crew,  and  reftored  dif- 
tipline.  Many  of  the  people  this 
i^y  drank  their  own  urine,  and 
others  tried  the  falt-water.  The 
weather  was  thia  day  more  warm 
Sndfultry  than  a[  any  time  fince  our 
niisfoi^tune?, 

Jan.  I.  We  dined  this  day  as  on 
the  preceding,  and  in  general  ap- 
peared iij  better  fpirits  ;  which  lye 
raniidered  on  accoimt  of  its  beihg;

While  England  was  employed  in

.  To  this  was  added  a  declarstioi^ 
not  to  enter  formally  into  the  matter 
until  a  jatisfaftory  anfiver  was  oh-  ' 
tained;  "  and  at  the  fame  time  the 
memorial  of  Spain  fhould  not  in- 
clude in  it  the  qoeftion  of  right;"

If  this  preienfion  is  found  to  tref-  - 
pals  upon  the  ancient  boundaries 
laid  down  in  the  reign  ofking  Charbi 
II,  and  guaranteed  by  Englwid  in 
the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  as  Spain 
believes,  it  appears  that  that  court 
will  have  good  reafon  for  dilputing

The  court  of  London  is  animated 
with  the  mod  fincere  defire  of  ter- 
mii^tingthe  diiference  that  at  pre- 
fent  fubfifts  betiteen  it  and  the  court 
of  Madrid,  relative  to  the  port  of 
\ootka,  alid  the  adjacent  latitudes, 
by  a  friendly  negociatioh ;  but  as 
itisevideni.upon  the  cleared  princi- 
ples of  judice  and  reafuii,  tiiat  an 
equal  negociatton  cannot  be  opened, 
till  matters'are  put  in  their  original 
date,  and  as  certain  a.&s  have  been 
committed  in  the  latitudes  in  quef- 
tion  by  veflelsbelonging  to  the  royal 
marine  of  Spain,  againd  foveral 
Britilh  veflels,  wit.Koui  any  Teprifals 
having  been  made,  of  any  fort,  00 
the  part  of  Britain,  that  power  is 
perfeflly  in  the  right  to  inlift,  as 
a  preliminary  condition,  upon  a 
prompt  and  fuitable  reparation  for 
thefe  afts  of  violence ;  and  iii  confe- 
quence  of  this  principle,  the  prac- 
tice of  nations  has  limited  fuch  right 
of  reparation  to  three  articles,  vii. 
the  reftitution  of  the  vefiels — a  full 
indemnification  for  thelofles  fuftais- 
ed  by  ihi  parties  injured— and  final- 
ly, latisfaflion  to  the  fovereign  for 
the  infult  oftered  to  his  flag.

As  there  are  now, 'at  every  pay- 
mentupOD  recalls,  befides  the  com- 
miflioner,  his  clerk,  and  a  fecond. 
clerk  in  the  treafurer's  office,  three 
pay  clerks,  with  each  a  fhip's  book 
in  which  the  fame  entries  are  made ; 
fo  at  a  payment  upon  a  lift  of  ar- 
rears there  muft  be  the  like  number 
o(  clerks  and  liKs,  and  the  fame 
entries  made  in  e^ch  lil( ;  but  tran- 
fcribing  into  the  three  lifts,  will  take 
op  no  more  time  than  the  tranfcrib- 
ing  into  one,  if  an  attending  glerk 
reads  the  entries  in  the  fhip's  books, 
whilft  the  otlicr  three  tranfcribe 
them  into  their  lifts.  Where  the 
number  of  claimants  is  not  great, 
the  time  it  takes  to  tranfcribe  thefe 
anic4es  cTannot  be  very  confiderable. 
Where  the  payment  is  in  confe- 
quence  of  a  lift  fent  from  the  (hip, 
which  is  tiie  ufua!  courfe,  and  where 
extrafls  are  to  be  procured,  there 
is  always  time  enough  to  tranfcribe 
t£e  entries  before  the  lift  is-returned 
to  the  captain ;  and  in  this  cafe  the 
aflual  payment  is  more  eaftiy  tranf- 


iCke^;  for  where  the  claims  arife' 
upon  different  (hips,  as  all'are  en- 
tered upon  the  lift  of  arrears,  the 
trouble  of  turning  to  each  (hip's 
book  is  avoided.  In  payment  o£ 
thefe  liftscare  muft  be  taken  that  the 
captain  fends  on  fhore  to  be  paid  all 
who  are  returned  to  him  capable 
of  being  paid,  that  ihp  payment 
upon  the  lift  of  arrears  may  be  com. 
plete.  A  fick  man  may  be  paid  af- 
terwards, or  if  a  man  is  prevente4 
from  coming  Bt  all,  bis  name  mof 
be  ftruck  out  of  the  lift. 

There  is  one  inftance,  and  the 
only  one  that  occurs  to  us,  in  which 
the  time  taken  up  in  trinfcribing 
■nay  be  material;  that  is,  where, 
upon  a  fhip's  being  paid  off,  a  num- 
ber of  her  men  are  turned  over  to 
a  fhip  under  falling  orders,  aqd  the 
captain  applies  for  their  immediate 
payment :  in  this  cafe,  at  prefent, 
the  commilTioner  goes  on  board  witK 
his  pay  clerks,  and  pays  the  men  , 
that  are  turned  over  upon  the  Ihip's 
book;  was  he  to  pay  them  upon  a 
lift  of  arrears,  it  jnightpoftibly  take 
up  near  double  the  lime,  and  the 
fervice  would  be  fo  far  retarded. 
This  cafe  can  happen  only  in  time 
of  w.ir ;  and  where  the  fervice 
preftes,  and  the  captain  has  not  time 
to  fend  on  fhore  a  lift  of  the  fea- 
men  who  are  to  be  paid ;  and  where 
the  vacancy  of  the  treafurerftiip 
happens  between  the  jJay  day  of  the 
ftiip's  book  and  the  time  when  the 
men  turned  over  call  for  their  wa- 
ges. 

As  fo  many  circumflaDces  iiiuft 
concur,  and  confequeiidy  the  cafe 
can  rarely  exLft,  we  do  not  think  the

No 
reafon,  then,  occurs  to  uS,  why,  on 
fettling  the  navy  eftabliihment  every 
year,  certain  portions  of  that  fund 
Ihouid  not  be  appropriated  to  the 
fupport  of  thefe  charicies,  to  be  if- 
fued,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
treaforer  of  the  navy.  At  prefent, 
he  advances  to  all  of  them  fums  on 
account,  and  upon  calculation: 
neither  thj  cOinmiirioners,  nor  truf- 
iRes  for  thefe  charities,  can  know 
their  iacome  from  the  fea  pay  for 
any  one  year,  until  feven  or  eight 
yearsafter  that  jrear  is  expired.  They 
cannot  know  it,  until  [he  books  of 
all  the  iliips  paid  in  that  year  are 
m3.de  up ;  and  the  bboks  are  now  in 
arrear  as  far  back  as  the  year  177;. 
The  fame  boards  muA  likewife  be 
acquainted  with  the  incomes  of  the 
chaplain  antl  furgeon  of  every  Ihip, 
of  whatever  rate  in  the  navy  ;  at 
leail  they  know  what  is  a  proper 
and  adequate  compenfation  for  their 
federal  fervices.

As  the  modes  fuggefted  of  pror 
-viding  for  thefe  clarities,  and  of 
paying  the  chaplains  and  furgeonjv 
appear  to  us  to  be  practicable,  they, 
.ought,  in  our  opinion,  to  be  fublh- 
tuted  in  the  place  of  the  modes  is 
ufe;  one  confequenee  of  which  will 
be,  that  the  four  columns  of  the 
cheftj  the  hofpital ,  the  Ihree-pence  in 
the  pound,  and.themarinefloppages, 
are  rendered  ufelefs,  and  may  be  left 
out  of  the  (hips'  books. 

There  is  another  defalcation. 
which,  in  our  opinion,  ought  to  be 
omitted  for  the  future,  as. not  aa.~ 
fwering  the  end  propofed;  that  is, 
the  deduftion  under  the  tide  of  ve- 
nereal cures.  This  is  a  payment  to 
the  furgeon  of  1 5  /.  for  every  cure  s 
and  is  direfted  to  be  charged  againft 
their  wa?es  by  an  order  of  the 
board  of  admiralty,  dated  9th  of 
April  1756.  Before  that  year,  the 
muidl  upon  the  feaman  was  I  /.  lot. 
for  every  cure ;  the  order  reduces  it 
to  15.1.;  and  Hates,  among  other 
reafons  for  the  reduilion,  "  that 
this  great  charge  on  the  ieamen  did 
not  prevent  the  evil."  If  a  certain 
pecuniary  mulft  was  not  fevere 
enough  to  prevent  the  offence  in  the 
year  1756,  half  that  mulft  can  hard- 
ly be  luppofed  more  efficacious  ia 
theyear  1782,  Apunilhmentlhat 
neither  correfts  the  offender,  nor 
deter;  others,  is  in  itfelf  an  evil, 
from  which  the  fubjefl  Ihould  bcrc- 
lieved ;  and  therefore,  we  ^hjnk  the 
furgeon  (hould  attend  to  every 
difeafe  of  the  feamen  at  the  public 
ejcpence,  and  bz  allowed  a  certain 
compenfation  adequate  to  his  fkiU 
and  triJlible.

to  cover  the  delay.  The  fliips  bogks 
are  in  arrear  fcven  years  only,  but 
the  accounts  are  in  arrear  above 
twenty  years  f  and  this  delay  refts 
with  tiie  bffice  of  the  treafurer;  for

Public  accounts,  or  abilrafts  of 
'  them,  ought  to  be  inrolled,  and  the 
records  of  them  preferved  in  fomc 
office  or  other:  but  enrolling  them 
in  three  different  branches  of  aa 
office,  feems  to  be  more  thah  isne- 
ceflary.  In  that  of  the  king's  rt- 
membraneer  it  is  neceflary,  as  the 
ground  for  the  procefs ;  and  that 
inrollment  anfwers  all  thepurpofes 
of  a  record;  it  may  be  confulted 
for  information,  or  it  may  be  pro- 
duced, if  wanted,  in  evidence:  the 
other  two  fecm. utterly  ufelefs,  and 
may,  therefore,  be  difpenfed  with, 
and  the  fees  faved  to  the  public. 
The  fees  paid  to  the  pipe  for  the. 
quietus  upon  Mr.'  Grenville's  ac- 
count for  the  year  I759,  -were 
eighty- one  pounds  ten  Ihillings. 
The  account  itfelf  being  lodged  in 
this  offiie,  a' very  fliorl  abftiaft, 
with  the  quietus  fubfcribed,  may  be 
delivered  to  the  accountant  as  his 
final  difcharge.

learning  in  danger  of  being  loft; 
the  bent  of  the  antlquariar,  and  the 
hiterefl  of  the  keeper  of  records 
will  preferve  it.

Grofley  was  but  lit- 
tle furprifed  at  this  conduft,  fo  ex- 
tremely ungenteel  in  appearance, 
and  which,  for  Tome  moments,  only 
ferved  to  confirm  him  in  his  former 
opinion ;  but  he  was  foon  put  to  the 
hluQi  when  he  faw  the  Engli(hmau 
return.  This  good-natured  man 
had  perceived,  at  the  other  end  of 
the  pit,  one  of  his  friends  who 
froke  French ;  and  having  pierced  i 
tne  crowd  which  feparatedtliem,  he 
returned  with  much  difficulty,  lead- 
V^  him  in  his  hand.— I  afc,  whe- 


ther this  is  true  pollteneft  or  not? 
A  Frenchman,  by  paying  hiln  i , 
handfome  compliment,  would  have 
imagined  that  he  had  done  enough  ; ' 
the  Engliiliman,  on  the  contrary, 
thought  thnt  he  ought  to  do  more,  ' 
and  he  accordingly  did  it.  If  it  is 
then  in  aftions,  and  not  in  Jimple 
wofds,  that  real  uihanity  cOnfifts, 
one  is  obliged  to  confcls  that  the 
EngUOi  are  themoftptdilhed  nation 
"in  Europe, 

The  principle  cf  fuch  afllons  is ' 
there  alfo  more  pure,  becaufe  a 
beggar  has  no  occaficn  to  humble 
himfelf  befoie  the  moft  wealthy, 
and  a  citizen  in  cafy  circumstances 
knows  no  bounds  to  his  independ- 

The  moral  charafler  of  the  ETig- 
lilh  has  indeed  degenerated,  b>]^ 
notwithAandiag  this,  it  is  Hill  eiH- 
mable ;  for  it  is  not  from  its  parlia- 
ments, its  oriental  depredators,  and 
'the  crews  of  its  privateers,  who 
all  aim  at  a  certain  end,  that  we 
ought  to  judge  of  the  nation.  Many 
members  of  parliament  afpiie  at 
eminent  fituations,  and  allow  them- 
felves  to  be  corrupted ;  fo  alfo  do 
the  adventurers  who  leave  Europe 
with  an  intention  to  plunder  Afia; 
and  it  is  the  very  nature  of  pirates 
to  rob  (and  iliiaghter. 

Is  it  fiom  the  refufe  of  a  com- 
tnimity  that  we  are  to  imbibe  our 
opinions  of  the  moral  charaflerof  a 
peof-Ie;  orfroma  multitude  of  god- 
like aflions,  which  are  performed 
every  day,  by  thoufanda  in  this 
ifiand  ? 

An  extraordinary  event,  which 
occurred  a  few  years  fmce,  will  frrvo 
to  elucidate  the  noble  and  generom 
manner  of  tanking  among  the  Eng- 
lifli.  The  emigrations  from  tl:e 
empire,  of  which  Tuch  fad  complainis 
are  made,  even  a,t  this  day,  and 
which 
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which  ar^fsandedon.rciUbrs  partly 
jttil,  and  parllyiimagmary,  gave  an 
o^jporiuniiy  to  a  German  genilemaa 
■    t»  form  ^  very  fingular  fclieuiE, 

,The  name  of  this,  projeflor,  and 
lus  intentions,  are  llill  unknown; 
ihe  arts  alfo  which  he  praflifed  to 
j>iic  in  execution  fnch  a  well-con- 
certed pbn,  are  equally  obfcurc :  it 
i»,  however,  certdn  that  a  common 
genius  durft  never  imai^ine,  far  lejs 
DS  able  to  pet  in  execution,  an  en- 
lerprife  of  this  nature.  In  thi;  year 
1705,  he  v.'ent  to  England  at  the 
bead  of  iloo  adventurers,  confilUng 
ef  men,  women,  and  children,  whom 
he  had  colleded  in  the  i>a1atinate, 
i'ranconia,  and  Suabia,  by  promif- 
ing  them  that  they  would  be  much 
more  happy  in  the  Englilh  colonies. 

On-  their  arrival  ac  tiie  port  of 
X,ondon,  this  Angular  man  di&p- 

Kaied,  and  has  never  iince  been 
ard  of. 

At  onceniifcr^bte  and  difappoint- 
ed,  tbcfc  unfortunate  wretches,  nei- 
ther knowing  the  language,  nor  be- 
ing acquainted  with  any  of  the  in- 
Kjbiiants,  and  with  only  a  few  rags 
to  cover  them,  were  entirely  bewil- 
dcred  in  that  extenfive  capital. 
Without  an  afylum,  without  even 
{ircad  for  their  children,  who  aiked 
for  it  with  the  moQ  piercing  cries, 
they  knew  not  \0  whom  they  could 
addrefs  tliemfelves. 

In  hopes  of  a  l(fs  cruel  defliny, 
they  lay  down  in  the  open  air,  in 
the  mida  of  thofc  lireets  nearelt  to 
the  wharf  where  they  bad  been  land- . 
cd.  In  every  other  city,  even  in 
Paris  itfelf,  the  unexpected  arrival 
of  a  colony  of  eight  hundred  per- 
jbns,  would  have  been  talked  of 
every  where,  and  proper  meafures 
taken  accordingly  :  but  the  landing 
of  luch  a  numerous  bcxly  was  for  a 
long  ume   upkncHva   ia   Loudon, 


The  inhabitants,  indeed,  of  that 
part  of  the  town,  and  aifo  the  pal- 
fengersi  were  greatly  adoiiiiho*  at  ' 
the  appearance  of  this  lingular' 
groupe,  who  hewailed  their  misfor- 
tunes in  an  unknown  language  ;  bnt 
not  being  able  to  difcf  vep  the  caufe, 
they  gave  themfdves  but  little  con- 
cern on  the  fubjea. 

T^^  o  days  paiTed  in,  this  manner, 
and  thefe  poor  people  remained  <tx- 
pofed  to  the  inclemency  of  the  ele- 
ments, and  the  cravings  of  hunger. 
Some  died  for  want,  on  the  third 
day. ,  Their  mifery  was  now  at  the 
extreme,  for  their  arrival  was  un- 
known any  where  elfe  than  in  this 
little  corner  of  the  fuburbs  :  not  a 
fingle  word  of  it  had  tranfpircd  ei- 
ther in  the  city  or  Weftminller. 

The  inhabitants  in  the  neighbour- 
hood were  nor,  however,  unfeeling 
fpedators  of  fo  many  calamities : 
they  aided  them  as  faras  they  were 
able ;  but  what  arc  the  feeble  fuc- 
coui  s  of  poverty  at  fuch  a  crjfis  i 
The  bakers  were  accuftomed  to  lend 
their  fervants  every  morning  loaded 
with  baflcets  of  bread,  which  they 
diftributed  according  to,  the  direc- 
tions of  their  mailers.  One  of  thefe 
happening  to  pafs  near  the  place 
wjitre  thefe  emigrants  were  encamp- 
ed, heard  that  they  had  been  fe- 
veral  hours  without  any  fubiiftence. 
"  If  it  is  fo,"  fays  he,  at  the  fame 
time  placing  hia  pannier  ia  the  midft 
of  them,  "  our  cuilomers  mull  have 
"  patience  to-day  ;  were  my  niafter 
"  to  lofe  them  all,  he  would  not  be 
"  angry.  I  will,"  added  he,  "  wd 
"  thefe  poor  creatures,  if  I  pay  for 
"  it  out  of  my  own  wages." — I  . 
truft  that  the  behaviour  of  this  man 
doss  not  need  a  commentary. 

Ttie  Reverend  Mr.  Wafchel,  a 

clergyman  of  the  German  church, 

who  lived  near  to  tbemi  at  lafl  re- 

Iblved 
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(blved  to  advertife  this  iingular 
evbnt  in  the  newfpapers.  In  a  let- 
ter which  he  inlertcd,  and  which 
was  figned  with  his  own  name,  he 
particularizes,  in  a  moll  aJiefting 
detail,  the  mifery  of  his  conntry- 
men,  and  implores  in  their  behalf 
the  generous  companion  of  the  Eng- 
liih,  on  which  thefe  wretches  had 
fo  much  relied  when  they  left  their 
native  country.  The  tSed  of  tliis 
was  incredible  and  beyond  expefla- 
uon. 

The  morning  papers  are  gene- 
rally printed  at  eight  o'clock  ;  by 
nine  a  man  arrives  on  horleback 
■from  one  of  the  moft  diilant  parts 
of  Weftminfter,  and  brings  lo  Mr, 
Wafchel  a  bank  note  for  i  oo  I.  fter- 
ling.  The  melTenger  would  not 
mention  the  donor,  but  it  was  af- 
terwards fbutid  to  be  the  old  coun- 
ters of  Chifterfidd,  who  performed 
fo  charitable  an  aflion. 

This  might  be  called  the  earneft 
of  the  whole  nation.  It  fecmed  to 
mn'haink  notes  and  guineas  upon 
the  good  prieft.  Coff;e  houfcs 
■were,  opened  for  fubfciipciorts,  at- 
tendants were  appointed  to  fupply 
them  with  neceflkries,  as  they  them- 
felves  were  not  able  to  buy  them ; 
phyfieians  and  apothecaries  ivere 
afligned,  and  nurfesand  interpreters 
appointed  to  them :  in  a  word,  the 
■wants  of  this  dpferied  band  were  fa- 
tisJied,  their  forlorn  fituation  re- 
moved,  and  they  ■themfelvcs  ih- 
fpircd  with  the  fweet  hope  of  better 
profpefts  before  the  middl?  of  that 
Very  day. 

In  the  mean  time  the  fubfcrip- 
tions  continued  open,  and  there 
never,  perhaps,  was  fuch  a  general 
'contribution.  There  were  but  few 
'rich  people,  of  a  certain  rank,  in 
all  the  kicgdoih,  who  did  no:  afiilli

my  countrymen,  -and  have  counted 
more  than  twenty  who  gave  a  hun- 
dred pounds  each,  and  fome  even 
more.  The  fum  total  Is  unkiiowa 
to  me  i  it  was,  however,  fufficient 
to  entertain  this  numerous  body  of 
people,  during  Eve  months,  '  in 
London ;  at  the  end  cf  that  period 
they  were  carried  to  Carolina,  io 
vefiels  hired  for  the  purpofe,  and 
provided  with  proper  neceflarjes. 
They  had  a  very  Excellent  paflage 
to  Amfrlca,  and  received,  at  the 
inftant  of  their  arrival,  not  only 
every  thing  neceffary  for  their  elJa- 
faliihment,  but  alfo  the  remainder 
of  the  money  which  had  been  col- 
lefted  for  them. 

It  may  be  imagined  that  tke 
Germans,  ftttied  in  London,  Actv- 
ed  themfelves  equally  generous  to- 
wards their  countrymen  as  the  Eng- 
lifh. — Not  only  thde  in  tih  cir- 
llances,  bat  even   opnlent  peo-

Thofe 
win  poflelTed  abililieg  amazed  im- 
menle  richer,  and  contributed  by 
their  example  to  remove  the  ancient 
prejudices  which  ftill  fubfifted  in 
thar  cowntry  againft  the  employ- 
nient  of  a  merchant.'  Soon  after 
this,  fome  of  the  lirfi  people  in  the 
kingdom  became  the  moft  scaloas 

Eartizans  9f  commerce,  and  em- 
arked  their  fbmines  in  it,  by 
^hich  mtfans  they  at  once  gave  ac- 
tivity and  vigour  to  trade.  Tliis, 
it  U  affirmed,  was  the  origin  of  that 
fplendout  and  opulence  which  Eng- 
land foon  after  acquired.

has  been  lately  thrown  on  the  fub- 
jea  by  Dr.  Girtanner  of  St.  Gal- 
len,  and  by  M.  van  Bercbem,  te- 
Ctetary  lo  the  Society  of  Science^ 
at  Laufanne ;  and  although'  thefe 
,  two  naiuraUAs  differ  in  Jome  in^ 
fiances,  yet  iheic  joint  labours  have 
affifted  in  afcertaining  the  nature 
and  ceconomy  of  this  curious  anU 
-mal.  The  following  account,  ihere- 
foie,  of  die  bouquedn,  is  drawn 
principally  from  their  obfervatjons 
in  Rozier's  journal,  and  from  ad- 
ditional information  obligingly  com- 
municated to  me  by  M.  van  Ber- 
chem  himfelf.

The  various  and  important  ufea 
to  which  the  feveral  parts  of  the 
plant  are  applied,  make  it  an  inva- 
luable ac^uifidon  to  the  Weft  India 
colonies ;  and  there  cati  be  no  im- 
pediment, except  an  impolitic  pro- 
hibition, to  its  becomiiig  an  article 
of  general  cultivation,  and  of  the 
moft  lucrative  commerce. 

None  of  the  botanical  writers 
whom  I  have  had  an  opponunily 
of  confulting,  fay  much  of  the  cul- 
tivation or  propagation  of  the  cin- 
namon; and  we  have  hardly  had 
time  to  make  fuifitient  obfervations 
on  the  fubjefi  of  eitjier;  but,  for 
tlie  information  of  the  public,  to 
whom  it  is  a  matter  of  fome  import- 
ance, I  ih'all  venture  the  few  re- 
marks which  my  own  Ihort  expe- 
rience enables  mc  to  offer. 

The  cinnamon  plant,  though  (ac- 
cording to  the  account  of  travel- 
lers) It  grows  to  the  height  of 
twenty  or  thirty  feet,  is,  properly 
fpealcing,  an  arborefcent  one,  and 
oat  a  tree  of  the  common  kind  :  it 
puts  out .  numerous  fide -branch  et, 
with  a  denfe  foliage  from  the  very 
bottom  of  the  trunk ;  which  fur-' 
nilhes  an  opportunity  of  obtaining 
a  plenty  of  layers,  and  facilitates 
the  propagation  of  the  tree,  as  it 
Joes  not  perfeft  its  feeds  in  any 
quantity  under  fix  or  feven  years; 
when  it  becomes  fo  plentifully  load- 
ed, that  a  fmgle  tree  is  fui&dent  al- 
molt:  for  a  colony. 

The  cinnamon  feems  to  delight 
in  a  loofe,  moift  foil,  and  to  require 
a  fouthera  afpefl;  the  trees,  thus 
plaqted,     flourillung    better    than 


others  growing  in  loam,  and  not  id 
well  expofed  to  the  fuii. 

When  healthy,  it  is   (from  lay-' 

ers)  of  a  pretty  quick  growjt, 
reaching  in  eight  years  the  heighth 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  feet,  is  very 
fpreading,  and  fumilhed  with  nu- 
merous branches,  of  a  fit  fize  for 
decortication.  The  feeds,  however,  . 
are  a  long  time  in  coming  up,  and  , 
the  plants  make  fmatl  progrefs  for 
the  tiril  year  or  two  •• 

The  beft  cinnamon  bark,  accord- 
ing to  the  different  trials  I  have 
made,  li  tiken  from  the  fmall 
branches,  of  about  an  inch  diame- 
ter,  the  larger  limbs  not  being  fo 
eafily  decorticated,  and  not  yielding 
fo  good,  or  fo"  ftrong  a  cinnamon. 
The  fmaller  twigs,  or  thofe  that 
have  not  acquired  a  cinertCious 
bark,  are  too  full  of  fap  and  muci- 
lage, and  have  little  aroma. 

It  is  the  liier,  or  inner  bark,  that 
conliitutesthc  cinnamon,frDm«'^iclk 
the  two  external  barks  muft  be  care- 
fully and  entirely  feparated,  or  they 
vitiate  the  flavour  cf  the  cinnamon. 
To  do  this  with  dexterity,. and  to 
raife  the  bark  from  the  wood,  re-  ' 
quires  fome  praft ice  ;  but  there  n^ay 
perhaps  be  an  eafier  method  than 
that  wluch  I  have  made  ufe  of; 
which  was  that  of  a  common  prun- 
ing-knife.  The  bark  being  thus 
feparated,  the  fmaller  pieces  are  to 
be  placed  within  the  larger;  which, 
by  expofure  to  the  fun  or  the  air, 
prefently  coil  up,  and  require  no 
further  preparation. 

A  dry  feafon,  I  apprehend,  is  the 
proper  one  for  taking  the  bark  f  ; 
as  I  have  found  the  cinnamon  noc 
fo  lltong  after  long  or  heavy  rains.

The  chalTeurs, 
by  imitating  thefe  fucceffive  whift- 
liDgs,  approach  fo  near  as  to  come 
within  (hot  of  them. 

The  marmot  lias  a  quick  eye,  and 
difcovcrs  the  enemy  at  a  coiifidera- 
ble  diftance.  He  never  does  the 
Icaft  injnry  to  any  other  animal, 
and  flies  when  he  is  purfued.  In 
faft,  when  apprehenfive  of  being 
followed,  whole  families  quit  their 
dwellings,  and  wander  from  moun- 
tain to  mountain,  although  they 
muft  again  conftruil  their  habita- 
tions :  out  when  flight  is  impoflible,

The  age  and  founder  of  thefe 
.  buildings  is  not  to  be  afcertained,  as 
the  bramins  conceal  the  dates,  from 
an. idea  that  theirgreat antiquity  in- 
creafes  the  veneration  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

Chouliriii  are  not  only  annexed 
to  temples,  hut-  built  in  different 
places  for  the  accommodation  of 
travellers,  and  are  frequently  en- 
dowed with  revenues  by  charitable 
perfonj  for  the  purpofe  of  diftribut- 
ing  provifions.  They  are  generally 
bualt  of  Itone,  with  a  flat  or  terraced 
roof  of  the  fame  materials;  they 
have  commonly  three  fides  flint  out 
from  the  weather,  and  the  one  left 
Open  is  generally  that  dicing  the 
ftiuUi  or  north,  but  taore  commonly 
the  north,  by  which  m;ans  neither 
thejiin,  nor  the  unwholefome  winds 
that  blow  in  March  and  April,  can 
,  incommode  the  inhabitants. 

The  great  choultry  ofTimulNaH 
was  begun  in  the  (econd  year  of  his 


re!gn,  in  the  year  1613,  and  wai 

finiftied  in  twenty-two  years,  and  is 
faid  to  have  coft  above  a  miltion 
fterlijig;  but  it  is  to  be  under ftood, 
-thit  every  village  was  obliged  to 
fend  a  certain  number  of  wo  kmen, 
according  to  the  number  of  inhabi- 
tants, who  I  were  fobfiAed,  but  re- 
ceived no  wages,  which  con&lenibl}' 
dimimlhed  theezpence. 

ft  is  built  of  an  oblong  fquitc 
form,  and  confifts  of  1 24,  pillars  of 
flone  .phced  in  four  rows.  Ths 
'manner  of  exeeutiiw  it  was  as  fol- 
lows. They  dug  pits  at  ftatcd  dif- 
t^nces  down  to  fand  for  a  founda' 
tioB,  in  which  they  placed  their  pil- 
lars, which  are  compofed  only  of 
one  Hone  roughly  cut  before  they 
were  fixed  in  thefe  pits;  and  when 
they  were  all  arranged,  the  difieieDt 
figures  were  carved  upon  them. 
When  they  did  not  find  iaod  or  gra- 
vel, they  put  in  fand,  and  rammed 
it  well  down  before  they  placed  tie 
columns. 

The  pillars  are  twenty  feet  high; 
over  thefe  pillars  were  placed  iM 
capitals,  that  are  compofed  of  1 
number  of  ft  ones  geometrically 
placed,  fo  as  to  leffen  the  breadth  of 
roof,  which  they  do  confiderably. 

The  roof  itfelf  is  compofed  of 
lone  ftones,  reaching  from  capit.ilw 
capital,  which  being  very  heavy,  and 
from  their  length  liable  to  accidenrs, 
they  were  ratted  to  their  places  in 
the  following  manner:  the  fpace 
between  the  pillars,  as  high,  as  the 
cop  of  the  capital,  was  fo  filled  »-ith 
earth,  as  to  form  ia  inclined  plane, 
along  which  the  ftones  were  rolieii 
up  to  their  fituation,  and  the  eanh 
afterwards  removed.

lingfgate,  or,  to  adapt  the  IpeQinv 
to  conjedures  of  antiquaries,  "who 
go  beyond  the  realms  of  Chaos  and 
old  ni^ht,"  BslinVgate,  orthe  gate 
ofBelinus  king  of  Britain,  fellow- 
adventurer  with  Brennus  king  of 
the  Gauls,  at  the  facking  of  Rome, 
three  hundred  and  fixty  years  be- 
fore the  Chriftian  sera :  and  the 
Beli  mawr,  who  grace*  the  pedi- 
grees of  numbers  of  us  amienC  Bri- 
tons, For  frar  of  falling  on  fomc 
inglorious  name,  I  fubmit  to  the 
etymology;  but  mull  confefs  there 
does  not  apvear  any  record  of  a 
gate  at  this  place :  his  ion  Lud  was 
more  fortunate,  for  Ludgate  pre- 
ferves  his  memory  to  every  citizen, 
who  knows  the  jult  value  of  anti- 
quity. Gate  here  fignifies  only  a 
place  where  there  was  a  concourfe 
pf  people ;  a  common  quay  or  wharf, 
where  there  is  a  free  going  in  and 
out  of  the  fame.  This  was  a  fmall 
port  for  the  reception  of  fhipping, 
and,  for  a  confiderable  time,  the 
moft  important  place  for  the  land- 
ing of  almoft  every  article  of  com- 
merce.  It  was  not  till  the  reign  of 
kipg  William  that  it  became  cele- 
brated as  a  filh-marketj  who,  in 
1699,  by  aa  of  parlement  made  it 
'a  free  port  for  fifli,  which  might  be 
fold  there  every  day  in  the  week 
except  Sunday.  The  objeft  of  thii 
has  long  been  ffuftrated,  and  the 
epicure  who  goes  (as  wasafrequent 
praftice)  to  Billingrgate  to  e  '"" 
in  perfeftion,  will  now  be  c 
difappointed.

TH  E  R  B  is  nothing  in  Virgil 
more  explicit  than  the  ac- 
count of  Tartarus;  and  I  know  not 
why  it  has  been  fo  generally  mif- 
■  underftood.  Dr.  Warburton  fays, 
in  one  place,  that  Eneas  faw  the 
fights  of  Tartarus  at  a  diilance,  and 
in  another,  that  Ensaspafied  through 
Tartarus,  In  faft,  be  did  neither. 
He  could  not  pafs  through  without 
entering ;  and  this,  we  are  told,  was 
to  him  impolfibie:  "  Nulls  fas  cafto 
fceleratum  infiftere  limen."  And 
though  he  had  been  permitted  to 
enter,  he  could  not  pafs  through, 
without  firft  crolling  a  river  of  fire, 
and  then  defcending  into  an  im- 
menfe  gulph,  twice  as  deep  beneath 
the  level  of  the  other  regions  of 
darknefs,  as  thofe  are  remote  from 
heaven.  -  It  was-  equally  impoflible 
for  him  to  fee  from  a  didance  what

But  that  is  a  miftake.- 
The  Sybil  only  telJs  her  companion, 
that,  when  Rhadamanchus  has  made 
the  criminals  confefs  their  guilt, 
then  at  length  {tumJaaum)  the  gate 
opens  for  their  reception  into  die 
place  of  torment.  It  bltrangethat 
Rueus  and  Dr.  Warburton  did  not 
fee  that  this  is  the  obvious  import 
of  the  wards  of  Virgil;  and  tliat,  if 
we  do  not  underftand  them  in  tliis 
fenfc,  the  paiTage  mull  appear  con- 
fufed,  if  not  ungramraatical.  In  a 
word;  of  the  infide  of  Tartarus  the 
Trojan  hero  faw  nothing;  he  faw 
tlie  outfide  only,  the  walls,  the 
gates,  the  lower  of  iron,  &c.  and 
diefe  he  faw  at  fome  diftance.  What 
was  paffing  within  he  leanu  froia 
the  Sybil's  information. 

"  And  now,"  fays  (he,  "  let  us  be 
going.  Yonder,  on  the  right  band, 
IS  the  palace  of  Proferpine,  where, 
in  the  vaulted  porch  that  fronts  us, 
we  are  commanded  to  depofit  the. 
goldm  bougi."  This  ceremony 
Eneas  performs,after  having  fprlnk- 
led  himfelf  with  pure  water;  which 
was  cadomary  withthoCe  who  mads 
offerings  to  the  gods.

■  In  this  Elyfium,  which,  with  all 
its  imperfeflion,  is,  as  well  as  the 
infernal  world,  founded  on  the  bell 
ideas  of  retributive  juftice  that  could 
be  expefled  from  a  pagan,  the  poet 
places  in  a  ft^ite  of  endlefs  felicity

ous; ofheroes  who  nave  drcd  in  de- 
fence of  their  country;  of  ingenious 
men  who  have  employed  their  ta- 
lents in  adorning  human  life  with 
elegant  arts,  or  in  recoipmending 
piety  and  virtue !  and  of  all  who,  by 
afl:s  of  beneficence,  hafe  merited  the 
love  and  the  gratitude  of  their  fel- 
low-crc

Our  poet  has    [ 
been    cenfured   for  a.  fapps/id  ana- 
chronifm,    in    making  Eneas   anii 
Dido  contemporary ;  and  here  he  is 
found  fault  with. for  having  judici- 
oufly  avoided  a  r<ai  anachronifm. 

It  chanced  that  Anchifes  was  at 
this  time  in  a  remote  valley,  review- 
ing, in  their  Rate  of  pre-exillence, 
fome  of  his  pofterity,  who  were  af- 
terwards to  diftinguith  themfelvcs  , 
in  the  Roman  republic.  When  he 
faw  his'fon  advancing  towards  him, 
he  held  forth  both  his  hands,  gave 
him  an  affeilionate  welcome,  and 
wept  for  joy.

For  it  is  plain,  fo  as  to  fu- 
perfede  the  neceflity  of  proof  or 
HTgunient,  that,  had  this  voyage 
been  made  with  variable  winds,  no 
limited  term  of  years  ever  could 
have  been  obferved  in  its  going  and 
returning.  The  "fleet  might  have 
returned  frora  Ophir  in  two  years, 
in  three,  four,  or  five  years  ;  but, 
with  variable  winds,  the  return  pre- 
cifcly  In  three  years  was  not  poilible, 
,  whatever  part  of  the  globe  Opliir 
might  be  fituated  in. 

"  Neither  Spain  nor  Peru  could 
be  Ophir;  part  of  thefc  voyages 
muft  have  been  made  by  variable 
winds,  and  the  return  confequently 
uncenain.  The  ifland  of  Ceylon, 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  could  not  be 
Ophir;  the  voyage  thither  is  indeed 
nude  by  monfoons,  but  we  have 
ihewed  that  a  year  is  all  that  can  be 
fpencin  a  voyage  to  the  Eail  Indies; 
befidcs,  Ceylon  has  neither  gold  nor 
filver,  though  it  has  ivory.  St. 
Domingo  has  neither  gold,  nor  fiU 
ver,  nor  ivory.  When  the  Tyrians 
difcovered  Spain,  they  found  3  pro- 
fulion  of  filver  in  huge  malTes,  but 
this  they  brought  to  Tyre  by  the 
Mediterranean,  and  then  fent  it  to 
the  Red  Sea  over  land  toanfwerthe 
returns  from  India.  Tarihiih,  too, 
is  not  found  to  be  a  port  in  any  of 
thefe  voyages,  fo  that  part  of  the 
defcripti<Hi  fails,  nor  were  there  ever 
elephants  bred  in  Spain.

probably  what  furnifbed  the  Eaft 
with  gold  in  the  eariieft  times  j 
great  traces'  of  excavation  mull, 
therefore,  have  appeared ;   yet  ire  -^ 

none  of  the  places  juft  mentionei 
are  there  great  remains  of  any  minet 
that  have  been  wrought.  The  an- 
cient traces  of  fiher  mines  in  Spain 
are  not  to  be  found,  and  there  ne- 
ver were  any  of  gold.  John  Dos 
Santos  *,  a  Dominican  friar,  fays,  ' 
that  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  in  the 
kingdom  of  Sofala,  the  mainland 
oppofite  to  Madagafear,  there  are 
mines  of  goid' and  filver,  than 
which  none  can  be  more  abundant, 
efpecially  in  filver.  They  bear  ihfi 
traces  of  having  been  wrought 
from  the  eariieft  ages.  They  were 
aftually  open  and  working  when 
the  Portuguefe  conquered  that  part 
of  the  peninfttla,  and  were  proba-  , 
biy  given  up  fmce  the  difcovery  pf 
the  new  world,  rather  from  pditl- 
cal  than  any  other  reafons. 

"  John  Dos  Santos  fays>  that  he 
landed  at  Sofala  in  the  year  1586; 
that  he  failed  up  .the  great  rivfT 
Cuama  as  far  as  Tete,  wliere,  al-  .

"  The  fan,  Kaving  thos  gathered 
fuch  a  quantity  of  vapours  as  it  were 
to  A  focus,  now  puts  them  in  mo- 
tion, and  draws  uiem  after  it  in  iu 
rapid  progrefi  northward.  Advan- 
cing to  the  Line,  the  fun  bnngs  on 
a  few  drop's  of  rain  at  Gondar  the 
Ift  of  March,  being  then  diftant  5* 
from  the  zenith;  there  are  greedily 
abforbed  '  by  the  thirfiy  foil ;  and 
this  reems  to  be  the  farthell  extent 
,  of  ihe  fun's  influence,  capable  of  , 
caufing  rain,  which  then  only  falU 
in  large  drops,  and  lifts  but  3  ifew 
minmes:  the  rainy  fcafon,  however, 
begins  moft  feriouily  upon  its  arri- 
val at  the  eeuith  of  every  place,  and 
tJiefe  raina  continue  conftant  and  in- 
cteafing  after  be  has  pafled  it,  in  his 
progrels  northward.  In  April,  all 
*lie  rivers  in  Amhara,  Begemder, 
Md  Lafta,  firft  difcoloured,  and  tben 
beginning  to  fweli,  join  the  Nile  in 
the  fcveril  parts  of  Sh  conrie  ntar- 
sfi  them.  In  the  beginning  of  May, 
hundreds  of  ft'reamspour  themfelves 
from  Gojam,  Damot,  Maitlha,  and 
Dembea,  into  the  lake  Taana,  which 
bad  become  low  by  intenfe  evapo- 
ration, but  now  begins  to  fill  inten- 
tly, and  contributes  a  large  quaa- 
lity  of  Wafer  to  the  NSe,  befoie  it 
fills  do*n  the  cataraft  bf  Alata.  In 
the  [i*giiining'6f  June,'the  fun  hav- 
ing now  pafled  all  Abyflinia,  the 
^vers  there  axe  all  full,  aai  then  is

"  Thefi!  rains  ate  cofleEled- by  the 
fcur  great  rivers  in  Abyflinia;  tlA 
Mareb,  the  Bowiha,  Tacazze,  attfl 
^e  Nile.  All  thefe  principal,  and 
their  tributary  flreams,  would, how- 
evEr,  be  abforbed,  nor  be  able  to 
pafs  the  burning  deferts,  or  find 
their  way  into  Egypt,  were  it  not 
for  the  white  River,  which,  rifihg 
in  a  coantry  of  almoft  perpetual 
rain,  joins  to  it  a  never-tailing 
ftream,  equal  to  the  Nile  itfelf. 

■•  In  the  firft  days  of  May,  the 
fun,  in  his  way  to  the  northern  tro- 
pic, b  vertical  over  the  fmall  village 
of  Gerri,  the  limit  of  the  tropical 
rains.  Not  all  the  inflatnce  of  tjie 
fun,  which  has  already  paft  its  ze- 
hith,  and  for  many  days  nas  been  at 
it  were  ftationary  wichin'a  few  de- 
grees of  it  over  Syene,  in  the  tropic 
of  Cancer,  can  bring  thdm  one  inch 
farther  to  the  northivard.  Yet  all 
the  time  that  it  is  in  the  tropic  of 
Cancer  at  its  greateft  diftance,  thefe 
rains  are  then  at  their  heavieft 
throughout  all  Abyflinia;  and  E^ 
gypt,  and  all  its  labours,  would  foun 
be  fwepf  into  the  Mediterranean, 
did  hot  the  fbn  now  begin  to  change 
its  fphere  of  aftlon,  by  haftening  it» 
progreft  fouthward. 

"  From  Syene  the  fun  pafTes  over 
the  defcrt,  ind  arrives  af  Gerri; 
here  he  reverfes  the  cffefls  his  in- 
fluence bad  when  oh  his  paflage 
northward;  for  whelreas,  in  his 
\Vho1e  courfe  of  declination  north- 
ward, from  the  Line  to  Gerri,  he 
brought  on  the  rains  at  every  place

About  nine,  a  fmall  cloud, 
not  above  four  feet  brbad,  appears 
in  the  eaft,  whirling  violently  round 
Us  if  upon  an  axis,  out,  arrived  near 
-  the  zenith,  it  lirlt  abates  its  motion, 
th?n  loles  its  form,  and  extends  it- 
Jclf  greatly,  and  feems  to  call  up  va- 
poura  from  all  oppofitc  quarters. 
Thefe  clouds  having  attained  near- 
ly the  fame  height,  rulii  againll  each 
other  with  great  violence,  and  put 
jne  always  in  mind  of  Eiiflia  fore- 
telling rain  on  Mount  Carmel  •. 
The  air,  impelled  before  the  lieavieft 
■mafs,  or  fwifteft  mover,  makes  an 
imprellion  of  its  own  form  in  the 
collefUon  of  clouds  oppoHie,  and  the 
m-jment  it  has  taken  pofl'ellioo  of 
.  the  fpace  made  to  receive  it,  the 
mbft  violent  thunder  poffible  to  be 
conceived  inftantly  flllows,  with 
rain:  after fome hours, the llcy again' 
clears,  with  a  wind  at  north,  and  it 
,  ii  always  difagreeably  cold  when  the 
thermometer  li  below  63*. 

'f  The  f^cond  thing  remarkable 
b  the  variation  of  the  thermometer;

"  The  third  is,  that  remarkable 
Hop  in  the  extent  of  the  rains  north- 
ward, when  the  fun,  that  ias  con- 
duced the  vapours  from  the  Line, 
and  fliould  feeui,  now  more  than 
ever,  to  be  in  poITeflion  of  them,  is 
here  over-ruled  fuddenly,  till,  on  its 
return  to  the  zenith  of  Gerri,  again 
it  refumes  the  abfolute  command 
over  the  rain,  and  re-condu6ls  it  to 
the  Line  to  fornilh  diftaiit  deluges 
to  the  fouthward."
